Scoffs at Any Mistake. 

Questioned as to methods by which 
he identified St. Clair as his son, Mr. 
Bergeron scoffed at any intimation 
as to a possible mistake. 

“What kind of methods would you 
suggest to a father and mother in 
convincing them that a youth they 
have brought to manhood is or is not 
their son?” he countered. 

“Have you questioned him regard- 
ing incidents that oceurred when he 
was a child?’ Mr, Bergeron was 
asked. 

“He has volunteered many of these,” 
he replied. “He asked me if I re- 
membered the time when he was 
scalded in the bath tub. I remem- 
ber the time only too well. He also 
asked me if I had kept the air rifle 
we gave him when he was four years 
of age.

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Over 90 Per Cent of Chest | 
~ Funds Will Be Collected 


On the eve of Athanta’s second Com- 
munity Chest campaign, which begins 
November 5 and continues t_rough 
November 12, Roy P. Gates, director 
of the campaign, has issued a state- 
ment, giving some pertinent facts rela- 
tive to the first year’s operation of 
the chest. 

Of the $600,000 pledged to the chest 
last year, Mr. Gates states his or- 
ganization has been successful in col- 
lecting more than 80 per cent of the 
pledges and expects to raise this 
amount to 90 per cent or more before 
the end of the year. This, he claims. 
is unusual, where pledges involving so 
large an amount and so many sub- 
seribers are involved. 

Comparing the chest plan of finane- 
ing with the old way of each agency 
going out for itself, Mr. Gates says: 

“Prior to the adoption of the Com- 
munity Chest, the cost of money rais- 
ing ranged from 15 per cent to 40 per 
eent of the total cost. So far the 
Community Chest plan has cost lesa, 
than 8 per cent and will not exceed 
10 per cent for the entire veer.” 


Mr. Gates also calls attention to 


‘the fact that in the chest more thanpossible. 


35,000 Atlantans contributed ww che 
support of Atlantas welfare work, 
whereas the burden in the past had 
fallen on some 17,000. 

A careful audit has been made of 
the expenditures of each agency sup- 
ported by the chest, Mr. Gates states, 
and every safeguard is thrown around 
the expenditure of chest funds. The 
same ¢areful scrutiny is applied to the 
operating budgets submitted by each 
agency, he states. 

“While it is not their desire to work 
a handicap on any social agency in 
Atlanta, the committee feels that it 
owes an obligation to the people€to 
see that no greater amount of money 
is requested than is truly needed,” de- 
clares the director. 

Mr. Gates states he believes as the 
chest organization is perfected, the 
cost of securing and administering At- 
lanta’s welfare funds will lessen each

Of Highway Department 


Total income of the state highway 
« department for this year, aceording to 
figures given out Saturday by John M. 
Holder, nse yg of the state high- 
way board, will be $6,500,000. This 
total includes $1,100,000 = received 
from gasoline taxes, $1,000,000 gaso- 
line taxes sent direct to the coun- 
ties, about $2,500,000 from thé no- 
tor vehicle tax and the balance from 
various other sources. 

Of this income, the department will 
spend about $4,500,000 on constiuc- 
tien of new roads and bridges, and 
the balance will be spent on surveys, 
plans, support of the department en- 
gineering, laboratory, shop and main- 
tenance. 

The figures given out by Chairman 
Holder were compiled by him for use 
in a speech he delivered Friday night 
at Manchester, Ga. 

“The total amount of federal aid 


received by Georgia to date is $1%.- 
752,627.31,” said Mr. Holder, “of 
which amount $8,195,004.29 has gone 
inte completed projects and the re- 
mainder is being used for incompleted 
projects. The total amount spent on 
Georgia roads, including the federal 
aid money, is $28,972,494.33. The 
average cost per mile is $13,730. This 
includes bridges. Georgia has uscd 
every dollar of federal aid to which 
she is entitled and which has been 
allotted to this state. 

“No more federal aid projects can 
be approved until more funds are pro- 
vided. A bill has passed the house 
end is pending in the United States 
senate appropriating for read con- 
struction $75,000,000, available on 
January 1, 1925. If this passes, and 
there is little doubt but that it will,” 
he said, “Georgia’s quota will be $i,- 
983,000, in round figures.”

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Follette Pledges Aid 


To Farmers ot the Nation 


Washington, October 18.—Senator 
Robert M. La Follette, independent 
candidate for president, in a lengthy 
statement given at his headquarters 
here today reviewed t’.e agricultural 
conditions of the nation and outlined a 
program which he will insist upon 
headquarters’ officials assert, in event 
he is elected president. 

The statement is entitled “My Agri- 
cultural Program” and severely raps 
the Coolidge administration and the 
failure of the secretary of agriculture 
to protect American farmers. A table 
of figures is submitted by the inde- 
pendent candidate in which farmers’ 
losses and gains in ten states are 
brought out. This is cited, he points 
out, as proof that farmers need pro- 
tection, that agricuitural conditions 
are growing worse over the nation and 


that laws enacted for .armers’ relief 
are not properly administered. 

Nenator La Follette’s statement fol- 
lows: 

The farmers of America are crying aloud 
for bread aud are offered « stone by the 
present administration in the shape of one 
more commission of investigation. 

The farmers’ present condition is the im- 
mediate concern of the entire nation. Con- 
grees should have reconvened in July, im- 
inediately following the political conven- 
lions, and passed legislation for agricultural 
relief. If my resolution to reconyeue con- 
aress in July for the consideration of farm 
relief measures had been adopted, and if 
the president bad given these measures his 
support, much would now have been accoim- 
plished for the improvement of agriculture. 

The agricuitural depression directly af- 
fects the vast majority of the 42,437,000 
farming pedple of this country. Not only 
has their total capital investment been de- 
flated over $20,000,000,000 since 1920, but 
since that time they have lost approximately 
#n equal amount in lowered prices for their 
farm products. ‘Their total net annual in- 
come, never sufficient for their reasonable 
Leeds, lust year dropped to about 25 per 
cent of the pre-deflation perioad. Their an- 
nual labor return for the entire family has 
fallen from $932 to an average of $4146. And 
finally, 1,200,000 persons, through financial 
failure and forecionure, have actually been 
driven from the farms to the cities in a 
kingle vear. 

Damage to Others. 

Others enormously injured by the agrieul- 
tural depression are those connected with or 
employed in tndustries which manufacture 
and sell goods to he used on the farms. The 
agricuitural machinery industry, for ex- 
ample, in 1920 produced farm implements 
valned at $536,945,000. In 1921 this ficure 
dropped to £528,041,000, and in 1922 to 
$190,938,.000-—a decrease of 64 per cent from 
19920, (U. 8. Department Commerce 
Tiook, page 172). 

The third class of those adversely affected 
by the injury inflicted upon farmers in- 
cludes every other mar, woman and child 
in the nation, except that very small mi- 
nority which has profited enormously 
—— speculation and financial manipuia- 
ion. 

The eanses for the farmers’ present con- 
dition are traceable to so many years of 
neglect and have consequently become so 
deeply rooted that no stngle panacea can 
eure them. ‘There is, nevertheless. much 
that can he done to help farmers onto the 
read leading toward permanent prosperity. 
It could and should be done immediately, 
withont the nullifying ‘“‘jokers’’ that have 
long heen an accompaniment of supposedir 
remedial legialatian. ’ 

Farmer Needs Protection. 

Hence T stané firmly for the principle of 
agricultural equality which wnderlies hoth 
the MeNary-Hangen = and Norris-Sinelair 
hile. But amendments are required to ren- 
ver it absolutely certaiz:. that the farmer— 
the primary producer—shall he the real 
beneficiary of the legislation.

In thia connection if may he of interest 
to refer to the Lever food control act waich 
Was passed during the war, ostensibly for 
the purpose of bhenefiting farmers and eon- 
sumers and curbing profiteering and specula- 
tien. The primary purpose of this bill, as 
originally proposed, was to stimulate agri- 
cultural prodnetion by guaranteciug a mini- 
mum price for farm products. | voted for 
this bill when it was in the senate because, 
ne it then stood. it wonld have accomplished 
this purpose. It was so changed by the 
reactionaries in eronference, however, that 
when it came back to the senate it was 
evident it was ‘to be used to restrict the 
price of farm products, while leaving the 
,rofitecrs and speculators uncurbed. 1 
therefore voted gainst this bill and am 
proud that 1 did, although I was denounced 
et the time as “‘unpatriotic’’ for so voting. 

Everybody now knows how the Lever food 
control act was used to fix a maximum 
nrice for farm products under the pretense 
of fixing a minimum price. Under the 
ruling of the administration the price of 
wheat was cut down frow over $3.00 to $2.20 
a bushel. But the trusts and profiteers were 
nntouched,

store agriculture to a position of equality 
with other industries,

There is @ erying need for such remedial 
legisiation, none of which has been proposed 
by either of the old parties.

Below T insert a table of figures prepared 
i by the Fair Tariff League, a protectionist 
organ'7ation sponsored by prominent Farim- 
cre’ Union, Grange and Farm Bnurean of- 
ficials. ‘This table shows that what a few 
xroups of farmers gain through the agricul- 
tural schedules is of small amount in ecom- 
parison with the enormons loss which they 
cur when they purchase the zoods and 
products that have been raised to profitecring 
price levels by the tariff schedules put iste 
the law by monopolistic combinations, 

The ten states included in the table. have 
&@ population of 16,481,000, or one-seventh 
of the population of the United States. They 
include 6,540,000 farmers, or one-fifth of 
our total farm population. 


The farmers in these states as producers 
gain from the tariff £18,152,000. They lose, 
net, as consumers of products of all sorts, 
including manufactures, $270,498,000. They 
lose, net, $15 to $1 of gain—$41 for each 
man, woman and child, or $200 per family. 

The people of these states, as a whole, 
lose $666,622,000. ‘They lose, net, $31 to $1 
of cgain—$44 for cach man, woman and child, 
or $220 for every family, 

Honest enforcement of such agricul- 
tural legislation, inadequate as it is, 
as the farmers already have secured for 
their protection. 

It is my helief that in regard to two of 
the most important pieces of legislation 
there has not been effective enforcement. I 
refer to the administration of the packers 
and stockvards s«ct and the grain fatures 
act by the United States department ef 
agriculture, 


Raps Administration, 

The secretary of agriculture, who. by law, 
is charged with the duty of faithfully ad-« 
ministering the packers and stockvards act, 
has failed to do so. He has selected sub- 
ordinates who for years bave had intimate 
relations with the meat packers. 

In regard to what is known as the future 
‘fading act of 1922, the secretary of agri- 
culture has pursued a similar course. ‘The 
official in charge of the administration of 
the packers and stockyards act is likewise 
in charge of the administration of the ‘grain 
futures act.’’ 


No effective enforcement of the laws can 
be expected so long as the depariment of 
agriculture or other government = depart- 
ments are honeycombed with officials who 
ewe their chief allegiance to the meat pack- 
ers, the grain companies or the fertilizer, 
seed or feed interests. 

As president, one of my first acts 
would be to order a sweeping investi- 
gation within the department of agricul- 
ture and the other executive derjartments 
and commissions to locate and remove 
from their present positions every em- 
ployee who owes his appointment to the 
influence of special privilege groups. 

The present condition of the farmer is the 
result of democratic and republican policies 
which have denied agriculture the equality 
ef which H is fairly entitled. Both parties 
by serving monepoly have heaped artificial 
burdens wpon the farmer to the riiin of 
agriculture.

It wold then be too 
late for any action, as all ballots would 
have been printed.

Celebrated at Yorktown: 


Yorktown, Va., October 18.—(By 


the Associated Press. }—Picturesque | 


Yorktown, where the revolution’s bat- 
tles ended and Lord Cornwallis sur- 


rendered his sword to George Wash- 
ington, today celebrated the _ reai 
birthday of the nation. 

Thousands who had.come to the 
little town by the blue waers of the 
river York marched through its streets, 
little changed since that fateful day, 
October 18, 1781, in a pageant of de- 
votion. The ha%y October sun look- 
ed down again on the flash of guu 
ava saber and the rolling hills again 
echoed to the rumbling of caissons as 
representatives of the huge fighting 
machine, grown from the handful of 


hungry, haggered colonials who bem- | 
marched | 
with the citizenry to America’s shrine. | 


med the red coats there, 

Past the giarm memorial shaft, 
erected by congress to commemorate 
the nation’s birth, the procession 
wended. Ont on the moorland of the 
Yorktown Country club it halted. 
There, under clear skies, within the 
inner defenses where Cornwallis mad 
his last stand, the sounding tributes 
began. 

When the units of army, navy and 
marines had passed in review before 
the crowds 
ffonway H. Shields, the presiding of- 
ficer, stepped to the front to announce 
the speaking program. In the semi- 
eircle of worshipers arranged about 
the plot of ground, which Virginia 
proudly preserves as “The Cradle of 
American Liberty,” there were states- 
men, generals, historians, educators 
and townspeeple, as well as the mili- 
tary and representatives of the Repub- 
lie of France. 

Arkansas Represents Navy. 

In the York river nearby the U. S. 8. 
Arkansas rode at anchor where the 
fleet of De Grasse, the Freneh ad- 
mitral, was moored when the French 
and colonials successfully bottled the 
British by land and by sea. 

Two regiments from Fort Eustis 
wheeled their heavy firing pieces in 
position to fire a salute to the flag. 
Near them stood seven companies of 
marines and bluejackets from the 
Arkansas. Three military bands com- 
pleted the tribute from the nation’s 
defensive forces. 

When the invocation for God's 
blessing upon the republic which there 
had emerged from the. resolution’s 
baptism of blood had been rendered, 
Governor FE. Lee Trinkle. of Virginia, 
stepped to the platform and read his 
proclamation, reciting the solemn sig- 
nificance of the commemorative rites. 
He was followed by Major General 
William RR. Smith, representing Presi- 
dent Coolidge, and by a member of the 
French embassy, who spoke for his na- 
tion which had shared the glory of the 
event that severed the yoke of Eng- 
land from the colonies. 

Then eame Arthur Kyle Davis, 
chairman of the Virginia war history 
commission, who told the throng how 
Yorktown's rich history : nd tradition 
would be preserved for all time in the 
archives of the state. Next. John P. 
Braun, president of the Yorktown 
Country club, in which keeping the 
battle ground rests, and Brigadier Gen. 
eral George Richards, UU. S. marine 
corps, spoke.

Polo Grounds, N. Y., October 18.~— 
The -impudent Irish of Notre Dame 
university continued their insulting 


' behavior toward the best football tra- 
ditions of the east, rolling up another 
_vietory over the Army Saturday att- 


ernoon without seeming to exert them- 
selves unduly. The score was 13 io 7. 
Notre Dame scored two touchdowns 
but missed one goal. 

Harding, an Army quarterback, 
who came scampering onto the field 
with the speed and eagerness of a 
viliage gossip bearing bad news, 
swung around Notre Dame's right 
end and ran a twisting course of 2 
yards for the Army's touchdown, 
shortly after the final quarter began. 
Harding was sent in to relieve Yeo- 
mans, who had been having rather in- 
different, not to say horrible luck 
in his attempts to send his associate 
backs through Notre Dame’s line. He 
took charge of the strategy when ‘ibe 
Army had contrived to work the ball 
to Notre Dame’s 20-yard zone and 
called for three charges against the 
front wall, all of which gained about 
five yards. He then elected himself 
to carry the ball on the next and 
last attempt and routed himself on a 


long, diagonal course around the end. | 


As he cut loose, the other three 
Army backs, Wood, Wilson and Gill- 
more, lowered their heads till their 
knees were thumping their chins and 
flipped themselves against the center 
defenses in a group which made it 
look as though one of them must he 
earrying the ball. Harding was wile 
of the end before this strategy was 
analyzed and although two tacklers 
tossed themselves at him and slauped 
his hurrying ankles with their finger 
tips, Harding had just enough ro'l in 
his stride to whirl around and keep 
going, without hitting the turf.

Army. 

Captain Walsh took the ball and 
made the half yard through center. 
The Army's gray regiment of incipi- 
ent second louies was audibly down- 
cast by this, for the rhythmie wow- 
wowing from the cadet section gur- 
gled away to silence as though the 
lads had been strangled.. But they 
took heart again in a moment or two 
and their rooting was. the principal 
noise of the afternoon. It was a 
strange crowd which filled the per- 
manent stands of the Polo grounds 
as well as a fringe of extra field 
boxes and bleachers, because Notre 
Deme had brought only a few non- 
combatants along to kick up a noise 
and the Army’s cadets filled only a 
vast pocket of the capacious stadtum.

Notre Dame's second touchdown 
was put across in tbe third quarter.

Notre Dame 
was lining up quickly and snapping 
off the plays at a pace that caught 
the Army flat on its feet. Layden 
dumped himself over the Army's line 
for a f-yard gain. Crowley now took 
the ball and tore loose around the 
rizht end. His interference was spill- 
ing tacklers in unconventional pos- 
tures all over a 50-yard zone of op- 
erations as he ran and he was not 
seriously threatened as he strode over 
the line. It was a perfect day for 
football, but the football was less than 
perfect. Notre Dame seemed to tire 
in the last quarter and was less az- 
gressive than before, but it was only 
necessary to play safe and prevent 
the Army from tying the score.

Tilly Brooke First Trotter 
To Race Into 2-Minute List 


BY W. H. GOCHER. 

Thomas W. Murphy’s stable dom- 
inated the aged events in the Grand 
Circuit of 1924 and Ben White won 
all but two of the two and three- 
year-old futurities for trotters. Dur- 
ing the trip from Cleveland to Lex- 
ington horses driven by Murphy won 
53. of the 265 races contested, one- 
fifth of the races. programmed - for 
the entire circuit. This was also in 
line with Murphy’s showing in 1923 
when he won 64 of the 264 races 
decided. 

Tilly Brooke, Etta Druien, Czar- 
worthy and Baron Worthy were the 
leaders in the Murphy stable. ‘Tilly 
Brooke started at all of the meetings 
ex¢ept Hartford. She won 12 races, 
the last three being trotted at Col- 
umbus and Lexington within éight 
days. At the Cleveland August meet- 
ing this mare first showed that she 
was made of championship material 
by winning in 2:01 1-2. The time 
was within a quarter of a_ second 
of the world’s race record which Ham- 
burg Belle made over the same course 
in 1909 when she defeated Uhlan. 

A few weeks later at the Toledo 
September meeting, in a special with 
Mrs. Yerkes, Tilly Brooke made a 
hid for the race record, the highest 
of all turf honors. She won in 1:09. 
Tilly Brooke is the first trotter to 
race into the two-siinute list. Mur- 
phy drove her. &fe also had the 
honor of giving the first pacer a race 
record below the two-minute line. His 
mount was Frank Bogash, Jr. 

In the Transylvania at Lexington, 
Tilly Brooke won in 2:01 1-2, 
2-01 1-4. The time_in the second 
heat equalled the world’s race record 
which her stable mate, Czarworthy, 
put on the books at Toledo.

At these meetings $15.- 
612,680.88 was paid in purses without 
a default on the part of a member, 
although a few failed to complete 
their race programs. 

A Grand Circuit winner carries 
with him the acid test of merit. Many 
good horses take the word but only 
au few top the summaries.

fine all-American timber, but the 
critics did not so rate him. Of 
course it was impossible for anyone 
but myself, who was near to him, to 
know his real worth. 

If anything were needed to dem- 
onstrate Crisler’s importance as a 
Maroon cog, his playing in the game 
against Princeton supplied it. Al- 
though no one outside the two teams 
knew it, he was the man who effectv- 
ally stopped Keck, the all-American 
Princeton tackle. In doing this he at- 
tnined one of the vital objectives of 
our strategy, for Keck was the out- 
standing member of the Tiger eleven, 
a man of whom it was said that he 
could handle any two men lined up 
opposite him. 

Smaller Man Than Keck. 

Crisler did this notwithstanding the 
fact that he was inches shorter and 
pounds lighter than the big Tiger 
star, who was six feet and one inch 
tall and weighed 200 pounds. That 
he was successful does not disparage 
the ability of Keck. It simply means 
that Crisler analyzed all Princeton 
plays with unerring accuracy and so 
was able to apply his own speed and 
strength to the very best purpose. 

To climax his feats that afternoon 
he helped lay the groundwork for 
the play which formed Chicago’s main 
attack on the Princeton goal. 

It should be stated that when the 
Maroon journeyed east to Princeton 
we came with a reputation as a skil- 
ful forward passing team. It was 
expected that our attack would be 
mainly an aerial one. Perhaps Prince- 
ton’s belief that this would; be the 
ease was strengthened bv the fact 
that it had an exceedingly etrong 
line, including the powerful Keck, the 
efficient center, Wittmer. and Hooper, 
right tackle, which it did not think 
we would try to penetrate. This 
seems to have been the case. for, on 
defense, the Orange and Black spread 
out its line. left only\six men mm it 
and placed Wittmer back as a roving 
center. 

Prepared to Reverse. a 

Anticipating this condition of af- 
fairs, we were prepared to reverse our 
tactics and did so. We used but 
three forward passes during the after- 
noon.

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STAGG CALLED “OLD 
FOX” OF FOOTBALL 


A. A. Stagg, dubbed by football 
men and writers the “Old Fox” 
of football, ig the dean of all foot- 
ball coaches- in America, having 
been at it since 1891. But he is 
more than a football coach, pos- 
sessing a professorial title and 
having the official designation of 
director of athletics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, where he has 
served since 1900. 

Stage played the game at Yale, 
being graduated in 1888. He then 
took up actively the study of ath- 
letics in their entirety, graduating 
from the International Y. M. 
A. college at Springfield, Mass., in 
1892. He was director of athletics

Violated Practice. 

The latter had been designed to 
meet the needs of the first real scor- 
ing opportunity that should come to 
us.

could not have hindered the useful- 
ness of the great Keck on offense we 
might not have had the opportunity 
to use the new play. 

Tigers Confident. 

The Princeton left tackle, as fast as 
he was powertul, had made a great 
reputation in 1920, when he had won 
his place on the All-American. He 
had been the main instrument that 
vear in toppling Yale and Harvard. 
The Tigers seem to have concluded 
that against us he not only would be 
able to take care of any tackle we 
might play against him, but could put 
our end out, too. 

We had at right tackle McGuire, 
who, this same year, succeeded Keck 
on the All-American. Princeton fol- 
lowers expected that Keck would take 
him off his feet.« Crisler, our right 
end, was so little known in the east 
that no one suspected what he could 
do. 

We drilled Crisler especially to take 
eare of Keck. 
to assist McGuire, a task he perform- 
ed nobly. When we took the offensive 
of course it was up to him to attend 
to the Tiger alone, “boxing him out” 
so that he could not get near the 
play if he attempted to get “inside” 
it, and pushing him still further out 
if he played wide to get away from 
the Maroon. He gave Keck the bat- 
tle of his career. 

Got Through Keck. 

He did so well that right at 
start of the game we were able to 
throw our plars at Keck. And we 
got through him. The moral effect 
of this was splendid—for us. We 
kept right on wearing him down. 

In furtherance of this scheme 
constantly changed our backs. We 
had practically three sets of them, 
each of equal ability. Consequently 
we were able to keep fresh men run- 
ning the ball. For instance, Timme, 
who started at fullback, was succeed- 
ed by John Thomas and the latter by 
Zorn. 

In the late stages of the game Gar- 
rity, the star Princeton back, who 
had been unable to play at the start, 
went in at quarter. He made some 
good gains, but these were offset 
shortly when Van Gerbig, the Prince- 
ton fullback, made a poor kick from 
his own 10-yard line. We ran the 
ball back until forced out-of-bounds 
on the Tiger 35-vard line.

There is fear that the election may be 
thrown into congress and that this 
will be followed by a violent disturb- 
ance to general business and to the 
securities markets during the time 
that it might take to make some choice 
in the house or senate. The peculiar 
thing about this “election scare” is 
that in the financial district there is a 
feelng almost of certainty that Presi-. 
dent Coolidge will be elected and it is 
also the opinion, of many of the very 
people who will not buy stocks, that 
Coolidge will win. Yet so many of 
these people will not make any pur- 
chases and have been sellers because 
of the vague fear that the elections 
will not result in any choice. 

New Foreign Loans. 

Another cause for selling was to be 
found in the preparation of banks and 
investment houses for some further 
large foreign loans. It is_ believed 
that upwards of $200,000,000 will be 
loaned to Europe in the next few 
weeks through sales of bonds here. 
Several large domestic bond issues are 
also being planned. In order to make 
ready for these loans, some of the 
banking houses have sold various se- 
curities they were carrying, in order 
to have their funds in liquid condition. 
The money market has also been. some- 
what disturbed by the preparation for 
further financing. It is largely be- 
cuuse of the Jack of a public follow- 
ing in the stock market that the good 
news of the past week did not bring 
about a rise in prices. Thus the huge 
success of the German loan would or- 
dinarily have been a cause for en- 
thusiasm over other securities. Im- 
portant gains in various lines of in- 
dustry have been reported in recent 
weeks. After a two-year period of 
over-production of crude oil, there are 
indications that a decline in oil out- 
put to well below the present con- 
suuption, is near at hand. 

Railroads are very busy and records 
have been established in the last few 
weeks in car loadings. Prices for 
many line of goods, for metals, etc., 
are now rising. Credit conditions are 
unusually healthy. These things seem 
certain to have their reflection later 
in a resumption of the bull market in 
stocks, unless there is disappointment 
to the business community in the elec- 
tion results. If President Coolidge or 
Davis should be elected there. would be 
no fears in the business world. If La 
Follette should win or the result br 
thrown into congress, it is almost cer. 
tain that business would be seriously 
hurt. It is the present fndication that 
the leading operators in the stock mar- 
ket will start to pick up leading issues 
again in the near future in order to 
“vet the start’ in ease Coolidge is the 
winner. Thus it looks as if a pre- 
election rise in prices will occur and if 
the result is as expected, as though 
there would be a further sharp ad- 
vance after the elections. 

Rail Mergers Coming. 

It appears to be probable that some 
important news developments later in 
the year would help such a rise along, 
if the bull market is resumed. Thus 
there are prospects for several other 
important railroad mergers in the next 
six months. The steel industry has 
heen booking a larger amount of busi- 
ness from the railroads’ than from 
other consumers. Car loadings indi- 
cate that an enormous amount of 
freigh: is being moved. It would 
look, therefore, as though the railroad 
stocks will be very prominent if this 
new bull market develops. Other 
groups that have good prospects are 
the oils, a few motors, rubber shares, 
publie utilities and the railroad equip- 
ment stocks. Many specialties are 
also due for higher levels, either be- 
cause of special dividend prospects or 
rising Carnings, or because important 
pools are operating in them. 

Money market conditions have heen 


starting in Europe and that this will 
be followed before long by a_ world- 
wide expansion in trade. 

Bonds Due for Rise. 

The bond market paid very little at- 
tention to the German loan. In some 
issues which had been held to a large 
extent among underwriting syndi- 
cates or had not been properly di- 
gested, there was some selling in or- 
der to clear the way for later foreign 
loans. <A few bonds of companies that 
had been in a weak position but are 
now showing larger earnings, there 
was a somewhat higher trend. ‘The 
bond market is due for some revival 
when the forthcoming financing is 
completed, however, as the very fa- 
vorable outlook for easy money makes 
it look as if there will later on he an 
increasing volume of investing of idle 
funds in desirable bonds. | 

Crude oil production has declined to 
a point where it is lower than current 
consumption, even adding in the im- 
ports of crude. While the period of 
smallest demand for oil of the whole 
year is coming soon, there is every in- 
dication that production will decline 
further and when the demand picks up 
again next spring, it is expected that 
consumption will be far greater than 
the supply. Heavy inroads will then 
be made on the stored surplus, but 
prices for oil will rise. ‘This outlook 
is being reflected in a higher trend 
for oil stocks now. 

Government reports as well as the 
surveys of private individuals show 
that there has been a steady improve- 
ment in general business. There has 
been a decrease in unemployment and 
in some centers there is practically no 
idleness. 

Hearings are expected in the near fu- 
ture on the proposition that is being 
prepared by several eastern railroads 
for new combinations, It is expect- 
ed that four eastern systems will be 
evolved and that. they will take over 
all but a few of the roads east of the 
Mississippi and north of the Mason- 
Dixon line. There are plans afoot for 
one or two southern mergers and. sev- 
eral in the west are under discussion, 
If the present tendency in this direc- 
tion continues, it may be that within 
a few veurs there will only be four or 
five railroads in the whole country. 

There are mergers beinz worked out 
in other lines. Thus several of the 
independent steel companies are talk- 
ing over combinations, and there are 
some being discussed in the motor field 
and in the rubber industry. ‘The ten- 
dency is towards consolidation, under 
government regulations and following 
legal steps. 

Copper prices are tending upward. 
The domestic demand is increasing 
again, and there are indications that a 
large amount of the metal will be need- 
ed in Europe, especially by Germany, 
in the next few months. ‘There was a 
recent increase in the production which 
was more than the demand, temporari- 
lv disturbing influence. There is every 
indication that consumption of copper 

+ far greater than the present 
supply next year, and, therefore, many 
mines will increase their operations 
if prices rise, as expected. 

Steel sales have been in fair vol- 
ume, but many consumers are holding 
off until after the elections. If there 


is expected that business will increase 
next, month.

In 
the meantime, because of poor crops 
in other parts of the world, the price 
of wheat had advanced from $1.13 a 
bushel to $1.27. The latest govern- 
ment estimate raises this year’s wheat 
crop to 856,000,000 bushels, with the 
price only a few days ago as high as 
$1.67. 

When the conventions were being 
held the government estimated the oats 
crop at 1,556,000,000 bushels. The 
latest estimate places it at 1,509,000,- 
000 bushels, and since July the price 
has advanced from 46 cents to above 
60. Compared with the July estimates, 
the latest government report indicates 
an increase of 32,000,000 bushels in 
rye and barley with the prices up 42 
and 14 eents, respectively. The corn 
crop, which looked in July as if it} 
would be at least a half failure, is only 
19 per cent below last year and about 
equal to the average for the past five 
years, with the price up 40 per cent 
from this year’s low. Cotton, .which 
threatened a failure, is down from the 
year’s high price, but the crop will be 
23 per cent larger than any for the 
past three years. Pork is up from the 
year’s low of 24 cents to 30; beef from

The leveling up of grain prices is 
partly why the purchasing power of 
the farmer's dollar has increased so 
much. Ale’ * with the general ad- 
vance in pre % has gone a greater ad- 
vance in the ,rice of his products, so 
that he can stand his greater expenses 
and still have something left. At least 
he is more nearly able to do so than 
at any time in several years. 

But for those of us who are not 
farmers, what of the situation? As 
consumers, we are facing further in- 
creases in the dost of living during the 
next year. If we are able to get pro- 
portional increases for our own prod- 
ucts or services, all will be well. But 
if not—and that will be true for many 
a §alaried man—a’ short period of 
greater difficulty in making both ends 
meet seems probable.

Atlanta as a central southern city 
and one making industrial history was 
selecte! by the yveneral office of the 
Southern Woman’s Educational alli- 
ance as the first city to conduct 
an occupational survey. It is plan- 
ned, however, to apply the plans work- 
ed out in Atlanta to similar under- 
takings in other southern cities. In 
the cities of Chicago and Indianapo- 
llis, where such investigations have 
| been made, it has been proved that the 
information thus collected has been 
'most helpful in getting girls and wom- 
en into the right kind of work in the 
localities. where they expect to live. 

In Atlanta, it has been found, 
there is hardly an occupatidn in 
which women are not engaged or at 
which they have not succeeded. And 
almost invariably these women have 
been equally successful as home- 
makers. Between 30 and 40 fields of 
work including-architecture, law, art, 
advertising work, manufacturing? as 
well as other types of work where 
women have succeeded, have been 
studied in the survey. Accurate infor- 
mation as to these occupations with 
special reference’to conditions in At- 
lanta is now available to any> girl 
wishing to enter any of these fields of 
work. In gathering this material the 
alliance is greatly indebted to the 
professional and business women of 
Atlan‘a for their interest and for 
their kind cooperation in the matter 
of supplying information.

When ° report was turned over 
to Mr. Hoover he paid Miss Harrison 
the coim, iment and distinguished hon- 


or of saying that of ell the reports 
that hau !:?en turned. over to film 
about the work in Belgium, hers was 
the most satisfactory, most complete, 
and clearest. It was the first time 
he had ever placed a woman in charge, 
and he was more than pleased at the 
outcome of the capable and highly 
efficient work of this Atlantan. Pos- 
sibly most outstanding part of her 
work was the institute for teachers 
she established in July and August 
of 1923, at which time she trained 
50 teachers at Dougelberg. The suc- 
cess of the institute was most remark- 
able. Miss Mabel Progg, of Massa- 
chusetts, a leader of health education 
in the '/nited States, war sent to ex- 
plain American methods of health- 
teaching. It was qa normal school for 
teachers, and was planned to mspire 
them, to inspire the children with a 
zest for good health, and with a per 
severance for attaining it. By Sep- 
tember, 1923, every teacher w he. at- 
tended the institute was fitted to im- 
part her knowledge in a most prac- 
tical way. “Ever, child who attends 
school in Belgium today familiar 
with soap, paper towels, tin wash 
basins, pails, individual drinking cups. 
scales and tooth brushes, the impor- 
tance of drinking milk. and the val- 
ue of ‘leanliness,’ commented Miss 
Harrison. 

In order to seit wtein’ a contest with 
all elasses a monthly bulletin was 
sent to the teachers with a_ printed 
monthly report in the form of a self- 
addressed stamped postcard, continued 
Miss Harrison. It was understood by 
each teacher. in accepting eratuitously 
the publications issued by the child 
health section, that they would fill in 
and return regularly a monthly re- 
port on the progress of their work.

Health Exposition 

In February the doors of the health 
exposition were opened to hundreds of 
children. There was 4 marvelous 
“heulthland,” and little villages of 
bath tubs, tooth brushes,, milk bot- 
tles, vitamines and proteins, of play 
yrounds, gardens, fields and orchards, 
with a drole little electric train rush- 
ing from station to station’ were ex- 
hibited. “The walls of the rooms were 
covered with milk posters and pic 
tures of every description made by 
children from six to 16 years,” con- 
tinued Miss Harrison.

with lantern 
told three times 
last hour of the 
day was devoted to a_ conference 
with teachers and parents. Fifteen 
thousand children with their teachers 
visited the exposition during the 11 
days and teachers of ten thousand chil- 
dren inscribed their classes for the 
health game. The exposition was the 
starting point for many smaller health 
exhibits organized by individual 
schools, and preved a- decided influ- 
ence on encouraging an _ intelligent 
interest on the part of parents in the 
the health of their children. By June 
the commune of Anderlecht inaugu- 
rated a school clinic with a proces- 
sion of about 4,000 school children, in 
which the child health section ar- 
ranged a group of 250 children te 
illustrate health rules. “Healthland” 
was also exhibited for a week in one 
of the rooms of the clinic.” 


Work Attracts Attention. 


The work in Belgium has attracted 
the attentic= of educatoi4 in other 
countries. Requests have come from 
schools in. Italy, Switzerland, Brazil 
and Spain for the publications of the 
child health section. The League of 
Red Cross Societies in Paris re- 
guested 100 copies, these to be sent 
to various countries throughout the 
world, 

It would be almost impossible fo 
compute the marvelous results of the 
health education in Belgium. Teach- 
ers report cards show a decided -in- 
crease in the daily practice of health 
habits. and a decrease in the number 
of children weighing more than 19 
per cent under the average, and a 
striking decrease in the number of ab- 
sences from school over previous 
vears. Wherever the health game 
has penetrated there has been an in- 


cation, and has opened wide yistas of 
education to many teachers. 
The children have carried 
parents, and many news- 
articles have carried it to 
general public. Parent-teach- 
meetings have been of mueh

rison own a charming home facing 
the bay, and from there they will 
travel through the state by way of 
motor. Miss Harrison plans to again 
take up some welfare work, among 
children in America. There is hardly 
a young woman in the country so wel! 
fitted to qualify for this special work. 
for she is deeply interested in and 
has a genuine love for children. Her 
success as an organizer and as diree- 
tor in child health places her fore 
most among the leaders of this praisc- 
worthy effort to protect the health of 
children 

Miss Harrison, as Miss Gavin, 
told me, claims among the great 
educators who are internationally fa- 
mous, Dr. Decroly, of Brussels; Dr 
Cizek, of Vienna; Dr. ‘Bakule, of 
Prague, leaders in what is known as 
“thee new school movement in Eu 
rope. Catherine Breskosky, the little 
grandmother of the Russian revolu- 
tion. While in Belgium, Cardine! 
Mercier followed every phase of her 
remarkable work, and wrote Mr 
Hoover protesting against her return- 
ing to America. and that she remain 
in Belgium and continue the splendid 
work she had begun. The queen of 
Belgium wrote to thank her personaliv 
for the work she had done for tle 
Belgian children. Miss Harrison did 
not leave until she had fully developed 
the work and placed it on a footinz 
where the people themselves could 
carry it on.

Holds Interesting Meeting © 1 


The literary department of the West 

End Woman's club held its regular 
monthly meeting Wedensday, October 
15. Mrs. W. M. Jones, vice chairman, 
announced the topic for the afternoon 
study—“Famous Single Poems.” This 
was the fourth of the series of “Wom- 
en Poets of America.” 
In-her opening remarks Mrs. Jones 
said that the title of the afternoon’s 
study might refer either to the only 
poem written by the author or to a 
poem famous because of its origin or 
because of some controversy concern- 
ing it. 

It was shown that, while women au- 
thors of single poems are not as nu- 
merous as are masculine authors, the 
quality of their work is not inferior. 
Five poems were selected for the after- 
noon’s study. 

Mrs. Luta G. Manry discussed the 
only poem written by Dolly Madison, 
the wife of the fourth president of 
the United States. It bears the title 
“Lafayette,” and in a dozen short lines 
she expressed the verdict of history as 
to his worth. Mrs. Manry outlined 
the historic setting of the poem and 
recounted several of th: brilliant so- 
cial events in the life of its author. 

Mrs. W. ©. Petty then told of the 
one poem by Mrs. Mary Woolsey 
Howland, “In the Hospital,” which 
made this author famous for all time. 
This poem was discovered under the 
pillow of a wounded soldier near Port 
Royal, S. C., in 1864 Its simplicity 
and depth of feeling was shown and 
its fifth stanza was considered beyond 
praise: 

“My half day’s work is done, and this 
is all my part: 
[ give a patient God my patient heart.” 

Mrs. H. H. Turner, chairman of the 
department, praised “If I Should Die 
To-Night,” by Arabella Eugenia 
Smith, who had had additional fame 
given to her by a parody on her poem 
by Ben King. Both poems were read 
and the controversy as to the author- 
ship eriticially examined. 

Mrs. Turner also discussed Sara 
Doudney’s lyric, “The Lesson of the 
Water Mill,” and showed her argu- 
ment that no man could claim it. 

“Rock Me to Sleep,” by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Akers, was the subject of an in- 
teresting talk by Mrs. Clyde Spinks. 


as They Relate 


A dispute of authorship claimed public 
attention for years. Mrs. Spinks 
showed undisputed evidence which 
seemed to settle the question and the 
honor was given to Mrs. Akers. Set 
to music by Ernest Leslie, this poem 
has been sung everywhere. This com- 
position was played on the Victrola 
with Schuman-Heink singing. 

The next in the series of women 
poets of America is “Patriotic Verse,” 
and will be given November 19.

All over Georgia friends of our ac- 


complished missionary to China of the 
southern Baptist foreign beard, Miss 
F. Catherine Bryan, will be glad to 
have news from her through a let- 
ter to Mrs. Paul S. Etheridge, dated 
September 10. This ietter is of more 
than ordinary interest as it comes 
from Shanghai, where a civil war is 
now in progress. Miss Bryan writes: 

“Everything from money up or 
down has been slowed down from its 
already slow rate. We are in the 
grip of war—at present a _ struggle 
hetween two heads of two provinces. 
It promises, however, to involve the 
whole country and we are praying 
that it may mean the political set- 
tlement of this country’s constant tur 
moil. The Shanghai volunteers were 
ordered out this morning to keep the 
warring factions from disturbing this 
international settlement. We are liv- 
ing just over the edge of the boundary 
line and may or may not profit by 
this protection. 


“The situation reminds me strong- 
ly of the Boxer war in 1900, except 
that it is not, so far, anti-foreign. [ 
know you are praying for us in what 
is proving here to be what they have 
called it elsewhere—“hell.” All our 
girls’ schools have closed. But Shang- 
hai college with an American gun- 
boat hovering over them specially has 


decided to proceed. I shall move down 


there next week. I hope to board 
with Mrs. Gordon Poteat, daughter- 
in-law of E. M. Poteat, until Georgia * 
hall is ready. 

“My kindergarten work can not be- 
gin until they put a floor into tie 
building. At present it is just the 
rough cement as poured in during the 
early construction of the building.

‘There is no 
provision whatsoever, nor any fair in- 
ference in this protocol, whereby the 
league or any of its organizations 
would have any right whatsoever “to 
intervene or attempt to determine our 
policies for us.” Only when some is- 
sue between gur government and an- 
Other government has reached the 
acute stage where war is imminent 
would we then be bound by our own 
agreement to submit the issue to some 
form of arbitration. War can never 
again, under any circumstances, be 
considered as an issue between any 
two nations.

“Things New and Old About the Bible

A leaflet, “Who Misunderstand and | 
Who Is Misled?” by a minority bishop, | 
has been given wide circulation. This’ 
and other similar appeals, which hold 
up the negro bugaboo have a popular 
ring to which ready response is made 
by those who are unduly prejudiced 
against the negre. While it is true 
that the plan of unification leaves the 
negro entirely within the northern 
jurisdiction and entirely safeguards 
| the sentiments of the south, neverthe- 
less the mere mention of negro has 
a powerful effect on some people. 

The leaflet referred to draws the 
real but indistinct outline of a negro 
bishop traveling with plenipotentiary 
authority throughout the entire con- 
nection and laying hold of any ecclesi- 
astical machinery that may be lying 
around ‘oose. The assumption is that 
it is the prerogative of a bishop to 
wander about over the whole ehurch. 
The fact is well known that no bishop 
has the authority to intrude himself 
into the affairs of the bishop of an- 
other Episeopal district.

Some brethren are panicked, 
not -over a real negro, but over the 
shadow of the ghost of the negro. 


The fact remains that in the north- 
ern church, the negro bishops are 
elected on separate ballots and were 
elected to preside over colored con- 
ferences. That this is true is con- 
firmed by the method of the north- 
ern church, since the negro bishops 
have presided only over colored an- 
nual conferences. This is done in the 
northern church without any specific 
regulation or safe-guard such as ap- 
pears in the unification plan which 
provides that no negro bishop or any 
bishop of .the northern jurisdiction 
could preside over a southern con- 
ference without a majority of the 
southern bishops. asking for him. 

What stronger safe-guard would our 
brethren have? Must there be specific 
legislation to meet every imaginary 
fear? 

The leaflet does not go to the ex- 
tent of saying a negro bishop will 
ever preside over a white conference. 
but it throws out insinuations and 
bugaboos. So far as the law is con- 
cerned there is no law in our chureh 
against a bishop appointing a negro 
preacher to the pastorate of a white 
congregation. Why do not some of 
the brethren become _ panic-stricken 
and demand a law that no negro shall 
become pastor of a white congrega- 
tion? Why leave ourselves in the 
perilous situation where a bishop has 
the authority to assign to one of our 
churches a negro pastor? Why not 
demand a specific law that negroes 
shall not come to our white churches? 
Suppose they should come in droves. 
Oh, my brethren whatever may be 
our personal views, let us hold on to 
common sense, There words are ad- 
dressed to the brethren in general, 

Question of Disparity 

The minority bishop attempts to 
prove that there is a wide disparity 
between the northern and southern 
unificationists in that the northern 
unificationists hold that the negro 
bishops are bishops of the _ united 
church. But the southern unifica- 
tionists hold the same. ‘There is no 
inclination to deny this. It is evi- 
dent that the bishops of the united 
church are to serve where the church 
directs them. Because a white bishop 
is bishop of the united church does not 
mean that he can select the territory 
which he may desire. It is not only 
possible, but doubtless actual that 
more than one bishop has wanted the 
assignment to a particular conference, 
but the desire of a bishop is not sup- 
posed to decide the assignment. Be- 
cause a bishop is legally bishap of 
the whole church does not mean that 
he can rove around through the ter- 
ritory of the church exercising a lord- 
ship wherever he may light in his 
wanderings. 

The conflict as it appears to me 
is not a conflict between northern 
and southern unificationists as touch- 
ing the legal status of a negro bis- 
hop. The plan is too plain for mis- 
The conflict is he- 
tween an obsolescent notion of the 
episcopacy and the practical working 


idea of the episcopacy that is now 
prevailing. 

Bishop Mouzon writes—‘‘Men who 
are opposed to unification on any 
plan have called attention to ‘the: 
fact that the plan now pending says: 
“The bishops of the two churches as 
at present constituted, shall be bish- 
ops of the united church without 
further action.”” They exclaim, “There 
now! You will have colored bish- 
ops.” I suggest that such an_ ob- 
jector get rid at once of the ‘“‘over- 
lordship” idea of the episcopacy and 
remember that all bishops are just 
servants of the church, elected to 
serve the church ag the church bids 
them, and to administer the affairs 
of the church how and where the 
church tells them.” 

The minority bishop in his extended 
quotation from the Centrs!] Christian 
Advocate, an official organ of the 
northern church, from episcopal a.l- 
dress of Bishop MeDowell, from th- 
utterances of two negro leaders fails 
to give a scintilla of evidence that 
the southern advocates of unification 
“misunderstand” the plan »r that thes 
are misled. 

No Proof of Disparity. 

The reader may refresh his mind 
by referring to the bislop’s article 
and he will find that in the entir> 
discussion, the bishop nowhere gives 
any proof of a disparity between 
northern and southern advocates of 
unification as touching the legal and 
official status of a negro bishop. Un- 
der the shadow of the negro there is 
seen in the article a scarecrow, but 
as you come close up, you discover 
that it is lifeless.

Status of Negro Bishops. 

The quotation from Dr. Spencer 
closes with the questions as touching 
the status of the negro bishops, “Did 
our brothers in the other jurisdiction 


have any other idea? Who told them 
so?” The counter-question is per- 
tinent, “Why did this editor think 
that his brothers in the other jurisdie- 
tion had any other idea? Who told 
him so?’ The only suggestion of 
any variation of opinion cf northern 
and southern unificationists is in the 
question of the editor and is not sup- 
ported by any statement which he 
makes. Despite the preeminent ability 
of the bishop, he utterly fails to make 
out his case in the article under dis- 


cussion. When the dispassionate read- 
'er raises the question, “What does he 


prove?” There is only one answer— 
nothing is proved. 

Although the bishop's leaflet fails 
to prove his contentions, ic does raise 
the question as to which is the strong- 
er race. Booker Washington said 
that the negro is the stronger rac, 
since it takes 100 per cent of white 
blood to make a white mau, and only 
one per cent of negro blood can make 
a negro. I suppose that it would 
have to be admitted that the negrw 
is the stronger race, if two negrv 
bishops of the northern jurisdiction 
could dominate the more than 50 
white bishops of the two jurisdictions 
The bishop, however, is generous and 
keeps an open door of welcome for al! 
the wandering brethren wh» have been 
“misled.”

In the main, the opponerts of uni- 
fication do not make a very invitmg 
presentation of their contentions.

think if I were undecided, their argu- 
ment would convince me agsinst them. 
It is undoubtedly true that if unifi- 
eation carried, it would bring embar- 
rassment to some of the brethren who 
violently oppose it, especially the 
pastors. When some of their mem- 
bers would say, “Well, if the negro is 
involved, and church property is in- 
volved as you claimed, then we will 
go to another church;” then some of 
the brethren would have to say, “‘Wel! 
wait awhile: I don't thina it. will be 
as bad as I anticipated.”

“As to nature’s methods, foods, etc., 
to keep the teeth clean as savages 
end animals do, well, they get a fine 
cental polish by knawing bones (and 
we humans ought to ghaw bones, too 
—Ed.) but you don’t get yours that 
way, do you, or expest us to rob poor 
Fido? ; 

“T shall design you a new coat of 
arms! Dr. Brady rampant, with a 
teothbrush engoule, and some _  ami- 
erobes courant! 

“Do not germs propagate in warm, 
revist places like the mouth, where 
the teeth are kept?” 

The coat of arms is inappropriate. 
A toothbrush might be worth while 
if it would really keep the germs on 
the run. The mouth cavity provides 
the idea? conditions for the multipli- 
cation of germs, warmth, darkness, 
and moisture, to be sure. But swish- 
wg a toothbrush around in it every 
tittle while doesn't alter the condi- 
tions appreciably. 

Now let me quote from a recent ar- 
ticle by Dr. A. P. Sy, professor of 
eyemistry at the University of Buf- 
falo and a leading authority on ques- 
tions of nutrition and food. 

“The toothbrush and_ toothpaste 
makers would have us believe that 
the proper way to save our teeth is 
to brush them morning. noon and 
night. This leads us to believe that 
‘eeth are very sensitive to food res- 
idues. TIT can remember when we were 
told that candy-eating was bad for 
the teeth; that candy residues in the 
mouth ferment and produce some hor- 
rirle acid or whatnot which eats the 
teeth. 

As a matter of fact a good set of 
teeth is not so sensitive to foods, 
mnct even when left overnight. Of 
Lrimary importance is the set of teeth 
with which we start, and the sound- 
ress of the primary teeth is deter- 
mother’s fogd, even 
Lefore we are born.” 


Dr. Sy,.of course. ridicules the. fan- | 
ciful theory of the acid (lactic) | 
formed when sugar ferments’ eating: 


the enamel or other tooth strueture 
to start or form a cavity. 

Now let us add to the symposium ; 
a sentence from McColium’s ‘The 
Newer Knowledge of Nutrition.” 

“In the prevention of dental caries 
(that means decay of the teeth, cav- 
ity formation), the only effective 
measure is to adopt a policy which 
will result in the formation of a den- 
fal mechanism possessing its own 
barriers of defense.” 

Professor McCollum offers these 
three main principles as a guide in 
the adoption of such a policy: 

1. Consumption of at least a quart 
of pure fresh milk daily per capita. 

2. Liberal use of leafy vegetables 
in the diet. 

3. Taking regularly a certain 
mount of raw-vegetable material. 

If your dentist aivises you to brush 
vour teeth, by ail means follow his 
advice, and use any dentrifice or 
medicament he deems necessary in 
your case. And in my judgment one 
should go at least twice a year to 
the dentist or dental hygienist to have 
the teeth cleaned ‘f the teeth require 
c.eaning.

siographers of the Brontes have not 
given much space to the life of their 
only brother. It has been difficult 
to do so without falling into the error 
which Miss Law condemns in Char- 
lotte’s letters to her most intimate 
friend. The little actuall) known was 
a pitiable story of weakness and 
wrong-doing, and the kindest course, a 
brief statement of fact—fact certainly 
well authenticated if.told by his sis- 
ter—when it was necessary to explain 
circumstances affecting the family. So 
matters stood until, finding in Francis 
A. Leyland’s “The Bronte Family,” the 
extraordinary declaration made by 
Branwell that he had written the great- 
er portion of “Wuthering Heights,” 
his present champion recognized the 
challenge in support of which she has 
written her book. 

Miss Law believes that the “marked 
animus” displayed by the biographers 
of Emily Bronte has its source in their 
familiarity with and repudiation of 
this claim of Branwell’s. She then at- 
tempts to weaken the value of Char- 
lotte’s assignment of the book to Emily 
by showing that Charlotte really knew 
nothing about the matter. In order 
to make reasonable this ignorance of 
the activities of the sister whom Char- 
lotte called the being nearest her heart 
in all the world, it must be demon- 
strated that there were good reasons 
why she should net know. In a nut- 
shell it eames to this: Charlotte was 
a “vehement individualist’ who spent 
for schooling in Brussels the money 
that should have been employed in 
giving her brother a cu'lege education ; 
who, in the critieal perio’ of his hfe 
when he was drinking—we are as- 
sured not to excess—to drown the sor- 
rew of a hopeless love for his employ- 
er's wife, turned a cold shoulder upon 
his agony and “swipt him out of her 
path.” Because of her scorn and par- 
ticularly one ‘dubious’ look which she 


gave him, Branwell’s ship went on the |

On the other hand, 
there is Charlotte's plain statement of 
Emily's authorship. An explanation 
of Branwell’s claim has been offered by 
the author of “The Brantes in Ire- 
land,’ who found the plot of “Wuth- 
ton Heights” a retelling of a story well 
known to the older Brontes—the out- 
line of which must have been as fa- 
miliar to Branwell as to Emily. To 
controvert Charlotte's claim for Emt- 
ly we have seen that Miss Law has 
taken great pains to show Charlotte 
a person “gey ill to live wi'” and ex- 
cluded from family counsels. 

Emphatically, then, the author of 
“Patrick Branwell Bronte” claims for 
him the greatest of the novels produced 
by the extraordinary family. Her ar- 
guments are interesting if unconvine- 
ing. But it is hard to forgiva her for 
sacrificing Charlotte in the cause of 
her brother’s exoneration when she 
herself condemns so unsparingly the 
defamers of Branwell in order that 
“the sisters may come into their full 
inheritance of glory.”

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HAT England’s titles of nobil- 
ity have been bought and 
sold like so much merchandise 
is the astonishing charge that 
has precipitated what prom- 
ises to preve the ugliest social 

and political scandal the nation has 
known in a long time. 

The charge that brings more than 
90 per cent of the titles conferred since 
the close of the war under suspicion is 
made by Colonel George Westhead 
Parkinson, hero of the world war, who 
won the Military Cross, the Croix de 
Guerre and other distinguished honors 
while leading his regiment on the battle 
front in France. 

In private life he is a wealthy ton- 
tractor and a man well able to buy a 
knighthood or some still more impos- 
ing title at the high prices they are 
said to command. 

In court the other day Colonel Park- 
inson charged that he was offered a 
knighthood for $100,000. He thought 
this a good bargain, and so he made an 
initial payment of $15,000 and agreed 
to pay the balance when the title was 
actually his. 

After repeated failures to obtain de- 
livery of. the “goods” he had contract- 
ed for he came to the conclusion that 
he had been the victim of a swindle. 
He brought suit to recover his $15,000 
and was awarded a jury verdict for the 
whole amount. 

The charges the colonel made in 
open court are of particular interest to 
Americans because they involve a well- 
known American woman, Mrs. Anna 
Stannard Robins. She was formerly 
well known as an emotional actress 
under the name of Anna Stannard, and 
since her retirement from the stage has 
been prominent in fashionable London 
society. 

In pressing his suit the colonel 
charged that of the nearly two thou- 
sand titles conferred during the last six 
years more than 90 per cent have been 
secured through the payment of large 
sums of money either in direct bribes 
_or in ‘‘donations’’ to various charitable 
and political enterprises or in other 
corrupt ways. 

The records show that since Octo- 
ber, 1918, there have been 1,993 titles 
conferred. These include one’ mar- 
quisate, 9 earldoms, 14 viscounties, 55 
baronies, 194 baronetcies, 162 Knights 
of the Bath, 36 Knights of the Star of 
India, 200 Knights of St. Michael and 
St. George, 72 Knights of the Indian 
Empire, 88 Knights of the Royal Vic- 
torian Order, 466 Knight Commanders 
of the British Empire, and 696 Knights 
Bachelor. 


F Colonel Parkinson’s charges are 


true—and no one has yet been 
found to refute them—more than 
1,800 of these proud titles are tainted 
with the corrupt use of money or po- 
litical favoritism. 

He produced evidence in court to 
prove the existence of a veritable title 
market where these badges of nobility 
are dealt in very much as stocks and 
bonds are on the stock exchanges. 

Prices in this market fluctuate from 
day to day, obeying the same laws of 
supply and demand which govern the 
prices of everything that is bought and 
sold. When there is only a small de- 
mand for titles, then is the time to get 
one at a bargain figure. When the de- 
mand is heavy, as it has been for some 
time past, then the prices advance. 
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According to 
the gossip which 
fills London as a 
result of Colonel 
Parkin son’s 
charges, the title 
market’s latest 
quotations on 
earldoms was 2 
half million dol- 
lars. A viscounty 
could be had for 
$350,000 and a 
barony cost al- 
most as much. 
Baronetcies were 
quoted at $110,- 
000 and knight- 
hoods were. in 
good demand at 
around $90,000. 

These figures 
were all spot cash: 
If a man wished 
to buy a title on 
the - installment 
plan, as Colonel 
Parkinson had ar- 
ranged to do, he 
would have to 
pay somewhat 
more. 

When Colonel 
Parkinson’s aston- 
ishing accusations 
burst upon the na- 
tion there was a 
loud chorus of ‘“‘ 
told you_ so’s” 
from the now all 
powerful Labor 
party. Its leaders 
loudly declared 
that these revela- 
tions proved ex- 
actly what they 
had long’ been 
claiming —- that 
England’s nobility 
had become a 
“huge joke’ and 
that the country 
would be better off if the whole system 
were wiped out of existence. 

A year ago the Hon. Arthur Ponson- 
by, the prominent Labor leader, made 
a vigorous attempt to have parliament 
abolish all titles. It was expected that 
as a result of the facts brought out at 
the trial of Colonel Parkinson’s suit 
this bill would be revived and passed. 


UT before this could be done the 


searchlight of publicity revealed a 
condition of affairs; in Labor’s own 
camp which made the party’s leaders 
feel that it would be_wise to postpone 
for a time at least their efforts to have 
the marquisates, earldoms and all the 
various other forms of nobility abol- 
ished. 

Although no Laborite has any sus- 
picion that any member of his party 
has been involved in the scandalous 
traffic in titles, there are many of them 
who feel that their admired leader, 
Premief Ramsay MacDonald, has put 
himself and the whole Labor adminis- 
tration in a very unfavorable light by 
his acceptance of a luxurious motor 
car from Sir Alexander 
wealthy Scottish business man who re- 
ceived his baronetcy on MacDonald’s 
reccommendation last June.

last October by a Mr. de Caux,

“‘We will procure for you the title 
of Knight Commander of the British 
Empire upon payment to the College 
of Ambulance of $50,000, with an ad- 
ditional $50,000 to be paid in install- 
ments over a period of seven years.”

HOW TO ASSEMBLE 
YOUR PLANE

Here are details for making the elevator, designed in a previous 
tesson. Check the rest of your plane with the drawing before assem- 


dling it.

(This is the fifth of a series of 
six lessons which tell how any boy 
or girl can make a model airplane 
-hat really flies. In this lesson you 
will learn how to put together the 
‘ifferent parts you’ve been mak- 
ing.) 

Assembling the completed parts 
of che Lahann No. 1 miniature air- 
ylane is open to experiment. Once 
the proper arrangement of parts has 
been found, as demonstrated by the 
best flights, it is well to mark those 
points of adjustment so that the 
best flights may be repeated under 
similar conditions. 

Those who win in the annual in-| 
door tournament on November 14, 
1924, will have mastered many 
points of adjustment, launching and 
tlying the plane. 


Mounting the Wing 

The wing may be mounted in two)| 
positions on the motor base, and | 
shifted front or back, or side to} 
side in either position, in order to 
obtain a variety of flights. 

1. On top of the motor base 
with the hangers pointing upward, 
the wing may be fastened on with 
a thin rubber about two inches 
long. This may be done in the same 
manner in which one puts a pencil 
through the two loop-ends of a 
rubber and the pencil so held on the 
fingers. In place, the rubber-band 
is U-shaped, with tips of the U hold- 
ing the wing, and the bottom of the 
U touching the motorbase. 

The same arrangement may be 
observed when the wire hangers 
(one at each end of the motor base) 
point down. This puts the center 
of gravity below the sustaining 
areas of the wing and elevator and 
may gain a more Stable flight. 

2. When the wing is mounted, 
by a rbber band in the same man- 
ner as in No. 1, on the underside of 
the motor base (with the metal 
hangers pointing either up or 
down) good flights may be _ ob- 
tained. 

In both 1 and 2, the dihedral an- 
gle is like the letter V with the

The rudder or fin is mounted 
with the 3 inch stick pointing ver- 
tically upward, in the same direc- 
tion as the wing-tips point, when 
ready for flight. Experimenters 
may find it fascinating to have a 
number of rudders of varying sizes. 
The fin which gives the best per- 
formance for the flying stunt de- 
sired, is the one to use. The t-inch 
Stick must be straight and identical 
in tach fir, 


A slight bend in the horizontal 
hamboo Strip of the fin will make 


the plane fly in circles. If the 
curve is slight, the flying circle will 


be large; if a severe curve (perhaps 
a segment of a three-inch diameter 
circle), the flying circles will be 


correspondingly small. Bamboo 
strips may easily be bent in the 
heat of one’s breath, when gentle 
pressure is applied at the ends at 
the same time for about two min- 
utes. When the strip is held in the 
desired position to cool another two 
minutes, it generally holds that 
shape. | 

Attach Elevator 


The elevator is attached to the 


motor base with a thin rubber band, 
in much the same manner in which 


the wing is attached. “Usually the 
point of the elevator, in a smaller 
type airplane, is near the wing, with 
the base of that triangle centered 
against the rear metal hanger, either 
under or over the motor base. 
Rubber fasteners for elevators 
must be light and strong. One 
method is first to put a loop of the 
rubber band around the point of the 
elevator, then put the rest of the 
rubber through the sides of the 
motor base, thence around the pro- 
truding exterior sides of the eleva- 
tor, thence to the rear end of the 
motor base before the fin is at- 
tached, and there wound twice 
around the end of the motor base. 
The propeller is inserted in the 
front bearing. Attach the fin, put 
on the motor (two No. 32 rubber 
bands), wind it clockwise 100 
times, and the Lahann No. 1: mono- 
plane miniature is ready to fly. 
The next lesson will explain how.

When machines spread it in thin 
layers in sieves, water is allowed to 
drip through it, forming the rag 
soup. into felt. This is passed 
through cylinders, pressing out the 
water. Other cylinders dry it, and

What is one good trick play and 
when should it be used? 


A good trick play which I have 


drilled my teams in as something to} 


'fall back on in a tight game is a 


series of two plays on one signal. 
The. first play is an off-tackle 
smash or short end run to right by 
the left half, which took the ball, 
say, from point A to point B. This 
play is not shown in the diagram. 


Use Second Play 
The second play, which is shown 
in detail in the above diagram, must 


| follow the first rapidly and without 


any new Signal being given. The 
teft half, who carried the ball on :he 
preceding- play of the Series, lies 
still over the ball as though hurt. 
He remains there for two or three 
counts, with opponents presumably 
clustered thickly about him and “off 
guard,’’ because of not yet having 
heard the offensive team’s signal. 

Meanwhile, the offensive team 
has remained spread to the left as 
shown, all alertly watching for the 
ball to be snapped by the left half 
for the second play. Note the 
‘lead’ the left half (snapper) gives 
the ball in snapping to the right 
half, who is off for 2 swinging run 
around his own left end, with his 
team-mates occupying strategically 
outflanking positions, as shown. 

This trick should be used about 
the third quarter, between the 
forty-yard lines with series signal 
given on a first down.
